On the wall near by are 
five clocks iiltistratlng the live luliltrary 
it.iiidards of time, aud all these are cor- 
rected lUiily by the itoou-ttlno signal. 
Near the fouutuln, in the center uf the 
main Exhlbltt^m Hail, over one of the 
bridges on the cannl. In M'iclilnery II.'ill, 
and in the dliio .•<tate l-Mnbit, arc ^'ongs 
which are struck by tills same Washing- 
ton signal.
